Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the 
fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
June 1 1 th 2009 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

2. Applicant's amendment filed June 1 1th 2009 has been entered and made 
of record. 

3. Applicant has amended claims 43, 47, 51 , 56-58 and 81 . Claims 1 -42, 59- 
74 and 84 are cancelled. New claims 85-89 have been added. Claims 43-58, 75-83 
and 85-89 are now pending. 

4. Applicant's remarks are found persuasive in view of the newly presented 
amendments to the claims. Claims 43-58, 75-83 and 85-89 are found to be in condition 
for allowance. An examiner's amendment to claims 56, 75 and 85 and reasons for 
allowance are presented below.
